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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


The  176th  Commencement 

THE  COMMENCEMENT  which  ended  on  Monday, 
June  9,  1952,  was  in  every  respect  one  of  the  most 
successful  and  pleasing  which  has  taken  place  in  recent  years. 
We  weje  exceedingly  fortunate  in  having  Adlai  E.  Stevenson, 
Governor  from  the  great  State  of  Illinois, 
to  make  the  address  to  the  graduating 
class.  The  Governor  was  most  happy  in 
his  remarks  and  in  his  allusions  to  his 
great-grandfather,  Lewis  W.  Green,  who 
was  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  from 
1848  to  1856  and  to  his  grandmother, 
Letitia  Green,  who  married  Adlai  E. 
Stevenson,  Governor  Stevenson's  grand- 
father. .The  address  to  the  graduates  was 
in  every  respect  inspiring  and  instructive. 

The  valedictory,  delivered  by  Mar- 
cellus  Waddill,  first  honor  graduate  with 
an  average  of  94.9  during  his  entire 
student  days  was  of  unusual  excellence. 
The  baccalaureate  sermon  preached  on 
Sunday  by  Dr.  Paul  Tudor  Jones  of 
Grace-Covenant  Church,  Richmond,  was 
pronounced  one  of  the  best  heard  by 
the  graduates  in  many  years. 

Another  very  striking  feature  of  this 
commencement  was  the  reunion  of  the 
class  of  1902,  this  being  their  50th  anni- 
versary. Ten  members  of  this  class  were 
in  attendance,  all  of  them  vigorous  both 
physically  and  mentally.  They  were 
received  with  great  acclaim  and  they 
appeared  to  enjoy  to  the  fullest  this 
return  visit  to  their  Alma  Mater,  re- 
newing the  ties  of  friendship  with  their 
comrades  of  student  days.  There  were 
21  who  graduated  in  1902.  Nearly  50%  of  them  attended  the 
reunion  in  1952 ! 

The  luncheon  served  on  the  lawn  of  Venable  Hall  after 
the  exercises,  to  the  graduates,  their  families  and  the  faculty, 
and,  in  fact,  to  the  entire  number  of  those  who  were  in  the 
audience  was  of  unsurpassed  excellence. 

Cards  were  issued  to  members  of  the  families  of  the  Senior 
Class  and  to  guests  of  the  College  for  admission  to  the  audi- 
torium. To  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  visitors  who 
had  come  to  hear  Governor  Stevenson  but  who  were  without 
admission  tickets,  an  amplifier  had  been  installed  and  chairs 
placed  between  the  auditorium  and  Venable  Hall. 
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Hampden-Sydney  College  Keeps 
Faith  With  Its  Founders 

LOOKING  TO  THE  founding  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  176  years  ago,  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  the  first 
president  of  the  college,  in  his  prospectus 
or  advertisement  appearing  in  the  Gazet- 
te of  1775  stated  as  follows: 

"It  (the  college)  is  to  be  distinguished 
by  the  name  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and 
will  be  subject  to  the  visitation  of 
twelve  gentlemen  of  character  and  in- 
fluence in  their  respective  counties,  the 
immediate  and  acting  members  being 
chiefly  of  the  Church  of  England.  The 
number  of  visitors  and  trustees  will 
probably  be  increased  as  soon  as  the 
distraction  of  the  times  shall  so  far  cease 
as  to  enable  its  patrons  to  enlarge  its 
foundations." 

And  he  stated  further  in  support  of  his 
proclamation  as  to  freedom  of  worship : 
"The  public  may  rest  assured  that 
the  whole  shall  be  conducted  on  the  most 
catholic  plan.  Parents  of  every  denom- 
ination may  be  at  full  liberty  to  require 
their  children  to  attend  on  any  mode  of 
worship  which  either  custom  or  conscious 
has  rendered  most  agreeable  to  them. 
For  our  fidelity,  in  every  respect,  we  are 
cheerfully  willing  to  pledge  our  reputa- 
tion to  the  public." 

It  will  be  seen  that  though   the  idea 
and   plan    for   this   institution    was   con- 
ceived    by     Hanover     Presbytery     and 
promoted   by  the   Presbyterian   Church, 
the  majority  of  its  first  trustees  were  members  of  the  Church 
of  England,  later  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Since  the  doors  of  Hampden-Sydney  opened,  those  conduct- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  institution  have  adhered  to  this  broad 
catholic  plan  pronounced  by  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith.  That 
this  policy  is  practiced  and  inforced  today  is  manifested  by  the 
fact  that  of  the  342  matriculates  for  the  session  of  1951-52,  we 
find  103  Presbyterians,  78  Episcopalians,  65  Methodists,  55 
Baptists,  13  Catholics,  11  Lutherans,  4  Christians,  11  who  did 
not  state  their  religious  affiliations,  4  Jewish,  1  Quaker,  1 
Greek  Orthodox. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  college  has  been,  since  its 
founding,  under   Presbyterian   influence  and   for   more  than 
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1/3  of  a  century  has  been  under  control  of  the  Presbyterian 

Church,  in  that,  though  the  board  of  trustees  is  a  self- 
perpetuating  body,  new  members  before  being  elected  to  the 
board,  must  be  approved  by  the  Synod. 

While  the  President  of  the  college  and  the  great  majority 
of  the  faculty  are  Presbyterians,  there  are  also  members  of 
other  denominations  and  this  has  been  the  case  ever  since 
the  college  was  founded.  No  effort  is  ever  made  to  induce 
a  student  to  leave  the  church  in  which  he  has  been  reared. 

W  believe  that  if  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  great  Presby- 
terian devine,  educator,  and  man  of  affairs  that  he  was,  were 
to  return  to  Hampden-Sydney,  he  would  be  gratified  to  see 
that  this  college  in  whose  founding  he  had  so  great  a  part 
has  kept  faith  with  his  pronouncement  as  to  the  catholic 
plan  of  the  institution  made  before  its  doors  were  open. 

Lingerie  Raids

"The  modest  fan  was  lifted  up  no  more. 

And  virgins  smiled  at  what  they  blushed  before." 

The  couplet  above  from  Alexander  Pope's  "Essay  on 
Criticism"  seems  applicable  to  what  amounted  to  an  epidemic 
the  past  session  of  raids  of  students,  not  only  on  the  girls 
dormitories  of  co-educational  institutions  but  as  was  the  case 
here,  by  students  of  Hampden-Sydney  attempting  a  similar 
unseemly  attack  on  the  dormitories  at  Longwood  College. 
These  are  curious  aberrations  and  are  difficult  to  understand. 
Why  the  male  student  should  desire  such  souvenirs  as  lingerie 
from  the  wardrobes  of  their  girl  friends  is  hard  to  compre- 
hend. With  such  perverted  ideas,  doubtless  from  the  attitude 
of  the  young  ladies  toward  conduct  of  this  kind,  such  souvenirs 
might  have  been  acquired  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  young 
ladies  themselves.  Certainly  from  all  accounts,  they,  if  they 
did  not  aid  and  abet,  seemed  to  have  encouraged  these  raids 
and  were  accessories  before  the  fact.  Moreover,  since  nowa- 
days the  number  of  undergarments  worn  by  the  female  has 
been  so  greatly  reduced,  the  choice  of  souvenirs  of  this 
character  has  become  very  limited. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  counter  raids  in  retaliation,  on  the 
boys'  dormitories  by  the  young  ladies  have  taken  place  in 
more  than  one  institution.  Since  it  is  more  difficult  to 
understand  why  these  young  women  should  desire  similar 
souvenirs  from  their  boy  friends — retaliation,  must  be  the 
sole  explanation. 

It  is  a  curious  characteristic  of  student  psychology,  that 
when  some  unusual  outbreak  occurs  in  one  institution,  it  is 
promptly  taken  up  by  students  at  other  seats  of  learning.  We 
observe  often  how  when  some  change  in  the  form  of  athletic 
equipment,  for  example,  is  adopted  at  some  college,  in  the 
shortest  space  of  time — in  fact  almost  over  night — the  same 
change  seems  to  take  place  in  other  institutions.  When  some- 
thing new  is  tried,  the  old  is  promptly  displaced  and  the  new 
generally  adopted. 

The  Record  is  not  an  organ  which  stands  for  prudery,  but 
it  does  seem  to  the  editors  that  something  more  in  accordance 
with  the  commonly  accepted  code  of  a  gentleman  could  have 
been  adopted.  Of  course,  these  out-breaks  are  of  ephemeral 
character  and  will  pass  out  as  quickly  as  they  came  in — as 
quickly,  in  fact,  as  styles  in  clothing  come  and  go.  The 
sooner  this,  to  put  it  mildly,  departure  from  what  is  the 
accepted  standard  of  gentlemanly  conduct  is  affaced,  the 
better.

If  only  the 
2,900  who  are  not  contributing  could  realize  what  their  hell  I 
would  mean ! 

Cushing  is  now  undergoing  a  complete  renovation.    Nexil 
summer  we  expect  to  do  the  same  for  Venable.    This  worl 
has  been  one  of  our  most  urgent   needs   and   when   finishetl 
will  add  greatly  to  the  welfare  of  the  students. 

Old  Death  Valley  is  rapidly  becoming  new.  The  track  ii 
Hearing  completion.  It  will  make  a  great  improvement  it] 
the  entire  approach  to  the  College.  Five  tennis  courts  havil 
been  in  use  for  some  time.  The  only  need  now  is  the  buildinj  j 
of  the  second  unit  of  the  gymnasium.  When  this  is  don< 
Hampden-Sydney  will   have  excellent  facilities. 

At  this  writing  the  enrollment  of  Freshmen  is  better  thai 
last  year.  The  problem  is  in  the  old  men  and  the  Military 
The  enrollment  for  this  year  amounted  to  343. 

Let  me  remind  you  of  the  help  you  can  be  in  sending  ii 
the  names  of  prospective  students.  This  is  a  great  work  fo 
the  alumni.  Active  interest  in  this  matter  can  do  much  fo 
the  College  in  this  period  of  falling  enrollments. 

To  the  delight  of  their  many  friends  Charlie  and  Grac 
Bernier  were  back  for  Finals.  It  was  their  first  real  visi 
since  thev  left  for  Alabama.

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Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni 
Association  convened  in  the  Frank  Stoddert  Johns  Audito- 
rium at  2  P.  M.,  June  9,  1952,  with  an  average  number  of 
alumni  in  attendance. 

President  Howard  C.  Gilmer,  Jr.,  '28,  presided.  The  in- 
vocation  was   offered   by   President   Gammon. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  presence  of  C.  A.  (Yank) 
Bernier,  12,  and  he  was  asked  to  address  the  gathering  on 
such  subject  as  he  might  choose.  In  very  happy  style  "Yank"' 
told  of  his  coming  to  the  campus,  of  his  life  here  and  of  his 
joy  at  being  back. 

In  closing  his  informal  address  "Yank''  suggested  to  the 
Alumni  Association  that  they  consider  seriously  doing  as  he 
has  been  able  to  do  at  the  University  of  Alabama,  where  he 
has  aroused  such  interest  that  an  alumni  hall  has  been  erected 
and  has  proved  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  institution. 

On  invitation  President  Gammon  addressed  the  gathering, 
giving  a  succinct  report  of  the  things  accomplished  under  his 
presidency  and  calling  attention  to  the  things  planned  and  in 
process  of  completion  in  the  furtherance  of  the  improvement 
program. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  heard,  ordered  received  and 
filed. 

The  Chairman  named  a  Nominating  Committee  composed 
of  Dr.  Bernard  E.  Bain,  '28 ;  Rev.  Robert  Bluford,  Jr.,  '45 
and  Dr.  John  B.  Cunningham,  '20.    This  Committee  named 
the  following  slate  as  suggested  officers  for  the  ensuing  year: 
For   President:   John    R.    Brinser,    '27. 
For  Vice  President:  Joe  Stras  Gillespie,  '25. 
For  Treasurer:  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07. 
The  report  of  the  committee   was   unanimously   adopted 
and  the  gentlemen  nominated  were  duly  chosen. 

Rev.  Robert  Bluford,  Jr.,  '45,  was  invited  to  address  the 
Association  on  "Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney",  in  the  organi- 
zation of  which  he  has  such  keen  interest. 

Mr.  Bluford  told  of  how  such  an  organization  had  achieved 
marked  success  in  meeting  the  needs  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia.  He  explained  that  such  an  organization 
would  in  no  wise  conflict  with  the  Alumni  Fund.  The  people 
to  be  invited  to  join  the  "Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney" 
would  be  parents  of  students  and  others  whose  interest  could 
be  elicited  who  were  not  alumni  of  the  College.  The  report 
was  heard  with  interest,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  remarks 
President  Gammon  suggested  that  Bluford  be  named  Secre- 
tary of  "Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney." 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  Mr.  J.  B.  Wall,  '19,  moved 
as  a  substitute  that  Dr.  Gammon  and  Mr.  Bluford  be  made  a 
committee  of  two  to  develop  this  idea  and  to  report  to  a 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  substitute  motion 
prevailed. 

Retiring  President  Gilmer  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
support  that  had  been  given  him  by  the  alumni  and  then 
introduced  the  President-elect,  Mr.  Brinser,  who  addressed 
the  gathering  briefly,  pledging  his  best  efforts  to  the  further- 
ance of  the  work  of  the  Association. 
On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

Dr.  Gammon  and  Dr.  Paul  Tudor  Jones 

Fast  becoming  traditional  as  the  opening  feature  of  the 
graduation  week  end  is  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  initiation  and 
dinner  Saturday  evening.  On  this  June  7  two  alumni  and 
eleven  seniors  were  received  into  the  membership  of  this 
ancient  scholarship  society. 

The  evening  concluded  with  the  annual  reception  for  the 
seniors,  and  their  families  and  friends,  in  the  Alumni  Rooms 
in  Graham  Hall. 


The  inspiring  baccalaureate  sermon  on  Sunday  morning 
was  preached  by  Dr.  Paul  Tudor  Jones,  pastor  of  the  Grace- 
Covenant  Church  of  Richmond.  His  subject,  "Loss  of  Life", 
he  said  did  not  refer  to  loss  occasioned  by  death  but  to 
the  wasting  of  life.  Such  loss  may  be  attributed  to  misleading, 
the  carelessness  of  others,  heedlessness  and  weak  will  or  calcu- 
lated self-will,  or  to  such  negative  emotions  as  jealousy,  pride, 


hatred,  petty  personal  ambition,  and  over-indulgence.    "Not! 
economic  but  moral  depression,  based  upon  spiritual  fatigue, 
is  the  greatest  danger  facing  the  American  people." 

The  music  hour  Sunday  evening  was  held  in  Johns  Audi- 
torium. Before  a  large  audience,  the  first  half  of  the  program 
was  presented  by  Florence  Richardson  Robertson  of  Rich- 
mond, playing  compositions  by  John  Powell  and  Frederic 
Chopin.  Elizabeth  Reynolds  Moore,  violinist,  concluded  the 
program  with  numbers  by  Jacques  Wolfe,  Chopin,  and  Henri 
Wieniawski.  Her  accompaniment  was  played  by  Howard 
Hanson,  accomplished  Hampden-Sydney  sophomore  from 
Staunton. 

Both  Mrs.  Robertson  and  Mrs.  Moore  are  wives  of 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni.

Marccllus  E.  ff'addill.  Valedictorian 


The  main  speaker  of  the  commencement  exercises  Monday 
morning,  June  9,  was  the  Honorable  Adlai  E.  Stevenson,  at 
present  Governor  of  Illinois  and  a  man  who  at  some  future 
date  may  well  be  President  of  the  United  States.  But  it  was 
especially  as  the  great-grandson  of  the  ninth  President  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  Dr.  Lewis  W.  Green,  that  he 
was  introduced  to  the  throng  which  filled  the  Johns  Audito- 
rium and  spread  out  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  Venable  Hall. 
Governor  Stevenson  himself  graciously  acknowledged  that 
"Hampden-Sydney  College  is  a  part  of  my  past." 

He  went  on  to  deliver  a  perfect  commencement  address, 
studded  with  humor  and  couched  in  delightful  English.  He 
revealed  a  comprehensive  and  balanced  view  of  world  affairs. 
He  showed  a  becoming  scepticism  over  certain  current  trends 
in  government  when  he  told  them  that  increasing  participation 
in  political  life  by  responsible  citizens  could  halt  the  growing 
centralization  of  government. 

"Isolation  has  lost  intellectual  respectability,"  Governor 
Stevenson  said.  "We  must  beat  the  Soviet  Union  by  a  better 
idea.    Free  men  can  demonstrate  it  pays  to  be  free.    It  is  our 
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historic  mission  to  lead  the  way  out  of  the  menacing  darkness 
.into  the  light  of  freedom." 

He  told  the  seniors  that  their  future  was  bright,  but  that 
they  could  not  afford  to  stand  on  the  sidelines.  They  must 
repay  for  their  education  by  facing  the  day's  great  issues. 

Marcellus  E.  Waddill,  first  honor  graduate  with  an  average 
of  94.9,  delivered  the  valedictory  address  with  equal  aplomb, 
humor,  and  directness,  as  he  told  his  fellow-graduates  that 
their  future  depended  on  themselves. 

Twenty-five  Bachelor  of  Arts  degrees  and  fifty-four  Bach- 
dor  of  Science  degrees  were  conferred  on  the  seventy-eight 
seniors,  with  Derek  Williams,  a  native  of  England,  receiving 
both  degrees. 

President  Gammon  conferred  four  honorary  degrees,  as 
follows :

Sydney  College  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity,  able  administrator,  faithful  Presbyter,  devoted  min- 
ster of  the  Gospel,  Superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian  Home 
n  Lynchburg,"  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.

The  original  manuscript  of  Two  Little  Confederates  by- 
Thomas  Nelson  Page  together  with  a  letter  concerning  its 
publication  from  Mary  Mapes  Dodge,  Editor  of  St.  Nicholas 
Magazine,  has  been  presented  to  the  College  by  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  Stoddert  Johns. 

The  book  was  first  published  in  serial  form  in  St.  Nicholas 
Magazine  in  1888;  in  book  form,  copyright  1888  by  Charles 
Scribner's  Sons.  Two  Little  Confederates  is  still  widely  read, 
and  is  available  at  book  stores.  The  story  is  based  upon  the 
actual  boyhood  experiences  of  the  author  and  his  brothers 
during  the  War  Between  the  States. 

This  manuscript  in  the  author's  own  handwriting  was 
owned  by  Mrs.  Rosewell  Page  of  "Oakland",  Hanover 
County,  Virginia,  the  "Home  of  the  Two  Little  Confeder- 
ates."

Roster  Presented  to  Roanoke 
Alumni 

A  15-page  mimeographed  Roster  with  the  names  and 
addresses  of  about  150  alumni  in  Roanoke,  Salem,  and  Hollins 
and  of  about  40  alumni  in  Bedford,  Blacksburg,  Buchanan, 
Christiansburg,  and  Rocky  Mount  was  compiled  this  year 
by  Hoskins  Mallory  Sclater,  Class  of  1940,  and  presented 
by  him,  as  a  gift,  to  each  person  listed  on  the  Roster  now 
living  in  the  Roanoke  area.    Some  350  Rosters  were  prepared. 

The  front  page  of  the  Roster  is  "grey"  paper  and  it  is 
printed  with  "garnet"  ink,  our  school's  colors.  Also  listed 
are  about  120  alumni  who  have  either  died  or  moved  away 
from  the  Roanoke  area.  The  last  page  of  the  Roster  carries 
our  college's  three  Songs.  Interspersed  throughout  the 
Roster  is  statistical  data  concerning  Hampden-Sydney.  Also 
furnished  is  a  complete  list  of  the  Officers  of  the  Roanoke 
Chapter  of  Alumni  since  its  organization.  Sclater  was  the 
1951-52  President  of  the  Roanoke  Chapter.  This  is  the 
first  Roster  that  has  been  made  available  to  the  entire  member- 
ship of  the  Chapter. 

As  stated  by  the  donor  in  front  of  the  Roster:  "I  am  doing 
this  in  the  hope  that  we  Alumni  shall  come  to  know  one 
another  better,  and  that  from  our  mutual  association  from 
time  to  time,  that  our  Roanoke  Chapter  will  do  much  for  the 
continuing  welfare  of  our  Christian  College  in  the  heart  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia." 


We,  of  the  Record  staff,  have  always  recognized  that 
Roanoke  is  a  strong  "Hampden-Sydney  town"  and  we  believe 
that  this  Roster  will  help  to  keep  it  that  way.

I  was  astounded  at 
the  changes  and  improvement  at  the  college.  Possibly,  I  am 
better  able  to  judge  these  changes,  not  having  seen  them 
gradually  as  some  who  have  been  there  more  recently.  The 
progress  that  has  been  made  is  quite  remarkable. 

I  am  sorry  I  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  spend  more 
time  going  through  the  new  buildings,  etc.,  but  will  assure 
you  that  I  will  be  coming  back  again  soon. 

When  I  went  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  '99,  the 
Seminary  had  just  been  moved  to  Richmond  and  it  had  a 
very  depressing  effect  on  the  people  of  Hampden-Sydney  as 
well  as  on  the  college.  The  removal  of  the  personnel  of  the 
Seminary,  to  say  nothing  of  the  students,  left  quite  a  vacuum. 
The  student  body  of  the  college  was  at  a  very  low  ebb,  and 
the  Class  of  1 902  was  a  small  class  as  compared  with  the  Class 
of  1952  that  recently  graduated. 

I  was  impressed  with  the  tremendous  stride  that  the  college 
had  made  from  every  standpoint,  not  only  the  physical  im- 
provements but  the  personnel  as  well. 

I  told  the  boys  at  our  Class  dinner  that  I  owed  much  to 
them  in  that  my  association  with  them  during  the  formative 
period  in  my  life  had  done  much  to  strengthen  my  character. 
I  have  long  felt  that  between  the  ages  of  16  and  20  a  man's 
character,  personality  and  way  of  thinking  is  moulded.  I 
think  that  is  one  of  the  great  assets  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  one  reason  why  I  recommend  it  highly  to  my 
friends  who  have  boys  of  college  age. 

We  were  proud  that  one  of  our  number,  Littleton  Hubard, 
should  have  a  place  on  the  program  and  I  thought  that  his 
invocation  was  most  fitting  and  inspiring.  Litt's  example, 
while  in  college,  was  a  great  stabilizing  influence  on  all  of 
those  who  came  in  contact  with  him. 

The  college  is  most  fortunate  in  having  such  an  able 
leader  in  President  Gammon.  His  attendance  at  college  was 
so  soon  after  our  class  graduated  that  we  feel  a  certain 
proprietary  interest  in  him.  This  is  no  reflection  on  his  age ; 
you  know  he  was  a  very  precocious  youth.  He  has  done  a 
marvelous  job  in  maintaining  the  scholastic  standards  of  the 
school  and  securing  the  recognition  it  deserves.  This  was 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  our  class. 

One  thing  that  impressed  me  was  the  physical  apparance 
of  the  graduating  class.  As  they  marched  up  to  receive  their 
degrees  I  was  struck  with  the  height  and  clean-cut  bearing 
of  the  men.  Certainly  an  excellent  example  of  the  youth  of 
our  great  Country.  I  thought  the  Valedictorian  stole  the 
show  with  his  poise,  delivery  and  subtle  humor.  I  am  sure 
his  class  was  proud  of  him. 

I  was  glad  to  meet  Governor  Stevenson,  and  thought  he 
made  a  fine  non-political  address.  I  knew  his  father  quite 
well  a  number  of  years  ago.     A  very  charming  man.     No 


doubt  the  influence  of  Lewis  W.  Green,  Gov.  Stevenson's 
great-grandfather,  was  still  felt  at  Hampden-Sydney  when 
we  were  there  just  as  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine's  influence  is 
felt  today.  "It  seems  to  me  but  yesterday."

At  its  Spring  election  the  local  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
honored  two  alumni  with  election  to  membership,  Dr.  James 
Gray  McAllister,  1894,  and  Herbert  Clarence  Bradshaw, 
1930. 

Dr.  McAllister  was  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  from 
1905  until  1908;  from  191 1  until  1925  he  was  professor  of 
English  Bible  and  Biblical  Theology  at  the  Louisville  Pres- 
byterian Seminary,  Kentucky;  from  1925  until  his  retirement 
in  1943  he  was  professor  of  English  Bible  at  the  Union  Semi- 
nary in  Richmond.  He  is  author  of  the  highly  commended 
"Life  and  Letters  of  Walter  W.  Moore,  1939. 

Bradshaw,  who  was  first  honor  man  of  the  class  of  1930, 
has  recently  changed  from  the  field  of  Education  to  that  of 
Journalism.  After  receiving  an  M.A.  from  Virginia  in  1 933, 
he  was  principal  of  the  Darlington  Heights  High  School  until 
1938  and  from  1938  until  1949  was  principal  of  the  Emporia 
Public  Schools,  where  he  rendered  meritorious  service.  In 
1949  he  went  to  the  Durham  (North  Carolina)  Morning 
Herald  as  editorial  writer  and  book  editor.  In  1951  he  was 
made  Associate  Editor  of  the  paper.

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A  Notable  English  Teacher  Is  Taken  From  Us 


In  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Robert  C.  Beale  on  April  24, 
1952,  the  College  lost  a  faithful  servant  and  a  distinguished 
teacher.  Although  past  the  retirement  age,  Dr.  Beale  had  a 
full  teaching  schedule.  In  addition,  as  session  clerk  and  chair- 
man of  the  Pulpit  Committee  of  College  Church,  he  was 
shouldering  the  burdens  of  the  pastorless  congregation  with 
extraordinary  energy  and  devotion.  He  had  carried  to  a 
conclusion  the  difficult  search  for  a  new  pastor  to  succeed  Dr. 
Mcllwaine  Thompson  whose  services  we  lost  a  year  ago. 
Before  the  end  came.  Dr.  Beale  had  the  deep  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  his  arduous  labors  had  been  rewarded. 

Dr.  Beale  was  born  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  on  March  6, 
1877.  He  was  a  descendant  of  a  Colonel  Thomas  Beale  who 
came  from  Maidstone,  England,  in  1647  on  being  appointed  by 
King  Charles  I  as  commander  of  the  Fort  at  York,  Kings 
Creek,  Virginia.  Service  of  country  marked  both  sides  of 
his  ancestry  for  his  grandfather  on  his  mother's  side  was 
Commander  Thomas  A.  Dornin  of  the  United  States  Navy 
and  another  ancestor  was  the  Honorable  J.  M.  H.  Beale,  a 
Member  of  Congress.  Dr.  Beale  spent  most  of  his  boyhood 
in  Fredericksburg  and  attended  the  University  of  Virginia 
where  he  received  the  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  in  1903  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  in  1910.  His  doctoral  dissertation  was  later 
published  under  the  title  of  The  Development  of  the  Short 
Story  in  the  South  and  was  a  pioneer  study  that  bears  the 
stamp  of  able  scholarship. 

Dr.  Beale  was  widely  known  in  Virginia  and  other  parts  of 
the  South  as  scholar,  teacher  and  lecturer.  Before  coming 
to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1933  to  head  the  English  Department, 
he  had  taught  at  Fredericksburg  College,  at  the  Miller 
School,  at  Southwestern  University,  then  at  Clarksville, 
Tennessee,  and  at  Lynchburg  College.  While  at  the  last- 
named  institution  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Frances  G. 
Dunnington,  widow  of  Francis  Howison  Dunnington,  who, 
with  four  step-children,  survives  him.  While  serving  as 
•professor  of  English  here,  Dr.  Beale  also  found  time  to  be  a 
University  of  Virginia  Extension  lecturer.  A  class  in  English 
for  military  personnel  which  he  taught  at  Fort  Lee  just  a 
year  ago  was  the  last  of  many  such  courses  over  a  period  of 
twenty-five  years.  From  time  to  time  also,  Dr.  Beale  gave 
public  lectures  on  the  history  of  architecture  of  which  he  was 
a  close  student. 

As  a  lecturer,  Dr.  Beale  was  possessed  of  a  graceful  and 
fluent  style,  a  fine  scholarly  presence,  full  command  of  his 
subject  and  a  gift  of  imparting  interest.  Many  Hampden- 
Sydney  alumni  recall  his  course  in  Shakespeare  as  one  of  the 
most  valuable  in  their  college  career.  As  a  writer,  he  dis- 
played the  same  gifts  of  clarity,  grace  and  sure  knowledge. 
The  historical  sketch  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the 
present  Catalogue  is  a  good  sample  of  his  penmanship. 

To  a  degree  not  commonly  realized,  Dr.  Beale  was  actively 
interested  in  student  affairs  and  was  the  friend  and  counselor 
of  the  students  in  many  worthy  enterprises.  Thus  for  many 
years  he  directed  the  student  choir  of  College  Church  and 
taught  a  student  Bible  Class.  Throughout  his  nineteen  years 
at  Hampden-Sydney  he  was  a  faculty  advisor  of  forensics 
and  for  a  number  of  years  was  advisor  to  the  L^nion-Philan- 
thropic  Literary  Society.  He  was  also  an  active  member  of 
the  Sigma  Upsilon  Literary  Fraternity  and  gave  encourage- 
ment to  the  students  in  their  literary  and  dramatic  endeavors. 
Many  of  his  former  students  are  now  graduate  students  or

teachers  of  English  in  universities  and  secondary  schools.  He 
was  keenly  interested  in  college  sports  and  seldom  missed  a 
varsity  contest  in  football,  basketball  or  baseball.  When  a 
good  play  was  made,  he  would  often  rise  to  his  feet  and  cheer 
with  the  spirit  of  a  loyal  "Tiger"  fan.  Many  alumni  will 
recall  his  fine  game  of  tennis  which  he  kept  up  until  just  a  few 
years  ago.  Others  will  recall  accompanying  him  on  ice-skating 
parties  and  his  enthusiasm  for  this  bracing  winter  sport. 

Dr.  Beale  was  a  kind  neighbor,  a  public-spirited  citizen 
and  a  genial  friend.  At  Christmastime  he  loved  nothing  better 
than  to  distribute  well-chosen  gifts  among  the  children  of 
the  neighborhood  and  to  watch  them,  his  face  aglow,  among 
their  new-found  toys.  At  banquets  and  other  festive  occasions, 
his  sprightly  manner  and  sparkling  wit  enlivened  the  company 
while  his  jests  were  always  in  good  taste  and  his  observations 
penetrating.  He  was  a  splendid  conversationalist  and  was 
well  informed  on  an  astonishing  variety  of  subjects.  The 
large  and  well-stocked  library  which  he  left  behind  is  tangible 
evidence  of  his  voracious  reading  habits.  Yet  with  his  tireless 
energy,  he  also  found  time  to  cultivate  his  garden,  to  be  a 
leader  in  church  and  community  and  to  be  prompt  and  read\ 
for  every  call  of  duty  or  compassion. 

Above  all  Dr.  Beale  was  a  Christian  gentleman.  His 
knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  his  grasp  of  church  history,  doc- 
trine and  polity  were,  for  a  layman,  exceptional.  His  chapel 
addresses  were  always  well  prepared  and  his  public  prayers 
breathed  forth  reverence  and  devotion.  Serene  and  unclouded 
faith  in  the  great  essentials  of  the  Christian  Gospel  were  in 
united  with  an  alert  mind  and  a  progressive  spirit.  In  up- 
rightness of  character,  in  fidelity  to  obligation  and  in  generous 
Christian  service,  he  was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  knew  him. 
His  exemplary  life  will  long  be  remembered  in  this  communit) 
and  his  influence  will  be  cherished  wherever  Hampden-Sydnej 
men  foregather.

All  of  Halifax  County  is  expressing  pride  and  delight  over 
the  news  that  Mrs.  Henry  H.  Edmunds  of  Halifax  has  been 
named  "Virginia  Mother  of  the  Year  for  1952." 

Her  selection  for  the  yearly  honor  was  announced  yesterday 
by  Mrs.  Louis  Spilman,  of  Waynesboro,  chairman  of  a  club 
woman's  committee  that  made  the  choice. 

Mrs.  Edmunds  was  singled  out  for  her  life-long  effort  to 
help  others. 

Louisa  Gilmer  Riely  was  born  May  II,  1870,  in  Halifax — 
in  the  very  house  in  which  she  now  lives.  She  married  Henry 
Hurt  Edmunds  in  the  family  home  at  Halifax  on  Dec.  15, 
1892. 

The  Edmunds  had  nine  children,  four  daughters  and  five 
so::s.  All  of  the  daughters  were  graduated  from  Randolph- 
Macon  Woman's  College.  Four  of  the  sons  attended  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  and  one  was  graduated  from  Virginia 
Military  Institute. 

All,  save  one  who  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident, 
have  gone  to  fulfill  worthy  roles  in  life. 

Mrs.  Edmunds  did  not  stop  at  rearing  her  own  nine 
children.  When  money  was  much  scarcer  than  it  is  today, 
the  Edmunds  family  began  taking  children  of  relatives  into 
their   home. 

Schooling  for  the  children  was  always  most  important  to 
the  Edmunds,  so  when  all  the  children  were  living  in  the 
home  a  home  school  was  established.  Two  familiar  names 
connected  with  the  school  include  those  of  Dr.  Bessie  Carter 
Randolph,  former  president  of  Hollins  College,  and  Miss 
Mary  Barksdale  of  Halifax. 

In  addition,  an  elderly  and  deaf  cousin  from  the  country 
was  brought  into  home  during  the  winter  for  24  years.  None 
of  the  relatives  ever  paid  any  board. 

For  some  15  years,  the  Edmunds  conducted  a  private 
orphanage  for  twelve  homeless  girls.  A  woman  was  employed 
to  care  for  the  youngsters. 

They  were  fortunate  in  finding  as  a  matron  Mrs.  Margaret 
Shearer,  young  widow  of  a  Scotsman  who  had  been  a  mining 
engineer,  but  who  died  soon  after  his  arrival  in  the  States. 
Mrs.  Shearer's  children  attended  the  school,  and  her  daugh- 
ter's husband  is  now  one  of  the  editors  of  the  National  Geo- 
graphic Magazine. 

For  the  neighborhood  children,  the  Edmunds  started  a 
Sunday  school  soon  after  they  were  married.  They  rented 
a  cabin  for  the  classes  and  in  1903  built  a  chapel. 

Nowadays  the  Edmunds  still  are  thinking  about  children 
and  their  future.  They  regularly  contribute  for  hot  lunches 
for  needy  children  in  the  public  schools. 

Both  are  deeply  interested  in  teaching  the  Bible  to  children. 
For  two  years  they  have  given  free  room  to  a  Bible  teacher 
who  instructs  children  who  are  released  from  school  to  take 
Biblical  training. 

The  Edmunds'  oldest  daughter,  Mrs.  Emma  Edmunds 
White,  vividly  recalls  her  mother's  interest  in  children. 
Recently  she  said : 


Mrs.  Henry  H.  Edmunds 

"From  the  time  I  was  9  years  old  until  long  after  I  was! 
married  there  were  other  children  in  our  home ;  two  cousins' 
whose  father  had  died ;  one  whose  father  was  an  invalid ;  ones 
who  lived  too  far  from  school,  and  so  forth. 

"In  those  days  ready-made  clothes  for  children  were  norj 
to  be  had — certainly  we  did  not  have  them.  Many  an  hour' 
I  have  seen  my  mother  sitting  at  the  sewing  machine,  making 
and  mending  little  garments.  She  used  to  have  a  hymnalii 
propped  open  on  the  machine.  Now  she  rarely  needs  to  open! 
a  hymnal  in  church — she  knows  most  of  the  hymns  by  heart,    j 

"A  few  years  ago,  when  returning  from  a  visit  to  her  two! 
children  in  Seattle,  Mother  was  in  an  automobile  accident! 
Her  back  was  broken.  For  weeks  and  weeks  through  the  hot| 
summer  she  had  to  lie  with  her  back  elevated,  head  and  feetS 
lowered,  to  keep  the  vertebrae  in  place.  In  the  midst  of  het 
suffering,  she  told  me  what  had  helped  her  most  to  endure 
it  was  a  verse  not  now  in  the  hymnal : 

"Blind  unbelief  is  sure  to  err,  and  scan  his  works  in  vain. 
God  is  His  own  interpreter,  and  He  will  make  all  plain." 

Mrs.   Edmunds,   incidentally,   made  a  complete  recovery 

During  the  same  illness  she  composed  a  poem  describing 
her  plight: 

To  stand  on  one's  head 

On  a  very  hard  bed 

Is  not  conducive  to  rhyme; 

But  when  you  get  used  to  it, 

My  dear,  there's  a  boost  to  it, 

And  it's  not  so  bad  doing  time. 

A  boost  did  I  say  ? 

Well,  it  happens  this  way ; 

It  opens  hearts  of  friends  far  and  near; 

They  come  by  the  dozens, 
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Friends,  families,  and  cousins, 
Each  one  with  something  to  cheer. 

Gifts,  letters,  and  flowers, 

To  cheer  the  long  hours, 

Till  I'm  all  over-flowing  with  love. 

And  my  heart  is  most  grateful, 

(For  who  could  be  hateful  ?) 

To  the  giver  of  Gifts  from  above. 

I've  a  nurse  who  tells  jokes, 

About  queer,  interesting  folks, 

And  forestalls  every  wish  and  desire, 

And  the  days  are  right  glad, 

And  the  nights  not  so  bad, 

Till  my  spirits  mount  higher  and  higher. 

Did  I  say  upside  down  world? 
My  thoughts  must  be  twisted  ; 
With  my  blessings  all  listed, 
I'm  standing  on  top  of  the  world. 

Of  Mrs.  Edmunds'  eight  living  children  three  live  in  Hali- 
fax County.  The  oldest  daughter  married  a  minister  and 
spent  considerable  time  in  China  as  a  missionary.  She  is 
Emma  Edmunds  White,  who  married  Locke  White,  a  Pres- 
byterian minister.  Their  four  children  are  all  college  grad- 
uates— one  a  Ph.D. 

John  Riely  Edmunds  was  a  tobacconist,  educated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident  in  1 930. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  Holt  Edmunds  is  a  prominent  physician  in 
Lynchburg,  Va. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Edmunds  Hammond  is  the  wife  of  Philip 
C.  Hammond,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  businessman,  and  has  two 
children,  the  oldest  of  whom  will  graduate  from  Davidson 
College  this  June. 

Dr.  Louis  Henry  Edmunds  is  an  orthopedic  surgeon  and 
head  of  his  department  at  Virginia  Mason  Clinic  in  Seattle, 
Washington. 

Richard  Coles  Edmunds  is  prominent  in  Halifax  County 
business  and  political  circles,  having  served  as  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  in  1950.  He  is  in  the  lumber  business, 
and  is  married  to  the  former  Pocahontas  Wight,  a  writer. 
They  have  three  children. 

Mrs.  Phoebe  Edmunds  King,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
of  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  is  married  to  Dr. 
Robert  L.  King,  heart  specialist  in  Seattle,  Washington. 

Paul  Carrington  Edmunds  III,  of  Halifax,  owns  and 
'operates  a  tobacco  warehouse  in  South  Boston.  He  is  the 
father  of  five  children  and  his  wife  is  the  former  Louise 
Tasley  of  Halifax. 

Robert  Holt  Edmunds,  who  served  as  a  captain  in  World 
War  II,  is  now  engaged  in  the  ice  cream  and  milk  business 
in  South  Boston.  He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Mary  Lewis 
/Rucker,  of  Greensboro,  have  two  children. 

There  are  seven  Phi  Beta  Kappa  keys  in  the  family  circle : 
three  daughters,  one  son,  one  son-in-law,  a  grandson,  and 
that  grandson's  wife. 

All  the  nine  children  attended  college.  There  are  twenty- 
six  grandchildren,  ranging  from  three  months  to  thirty-two 
lyears;  and  four  great-grandchildren. 

Mrs.  Edmunds  was  eighty-two  on  Mother's  Day  of 
this  year.  She  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Judge  John  W. 
;Riely  and  Mrs.  Emma  Carrington  Riely,  both  of  this  county. 

Some  time  this  year  Mrs.  Edmunds  will  receive  a  citation 
iprom  the  Golden  Rule  Foundation  of  New  York.

Col.  John  C.  Moore,  14,  Heads 
Fishburne  Military  School 

Appointment  of  Col.  John  C.  Moore,  former  commandant 
and  present  principal  of  Riverside  Military  Acadamy,  Gaines- 
ville, Ga.,  as  superintendent  of  Fishburne  Military  School 
here  was  announced  today  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fishburne- 
Hudgins  Educational  Foundation,  Inc.  Colonel  Moore  will 
report  for  his  new  duties  on  or  before  May  I. 

At  Fishburne  Colonel  Moore  will  succeed  Col.  Morgan  H. 
Hudgins,  who  announced  his  plans  to  retire  at  the  close  of 
the  current  academic  year  on  June  I  after  51  years  of  service 
to  the  school.  On  that  date  Colonel  Hudgins  will  become 
superintendent-emeritus  and  will  continue  to  serve  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity. 

A  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  holder  of 
a  master's  degree  in  education  from  Columbia  University, 
Colonel  Moore  will  come  to  Fishburne  with  a  background 
of  more  than  25  years  in  public  and  private  school  work.  This 
includes  service  as  principal  of  Blackstone  High  School ;  as 
dean  of  the  faculty  of  Blackstone  Military  Academy;  and  as 
head  of  the  English  Department,  principal,  and  commandant 
of  Riverside,  one  of  the  outstanding  military  schools  in  the 
nation. 

In  his  new  work  here,  Colonel  Moore  will  fill  the  office  of 
superintendent  and  will  also  be  in  charge  of  the  school's 
organizational  and  promotional  activities.  He  was  selected 
from  among  a  number  of  applicants  and  was  termed  by  a 
Fishburne  spokesman  "an  outstanding  man  in  the  field  of 
military  school  operation." 

Colonel  Moore  is  a  native  of  Keyser,  W.  Ya.,  where  his 
father  served  as  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  familj 
had  moved  from  Loudoun  County,  Va.,  and  had  settled  in 
Jefferson  County.  He  attended  school  in  Keyser  and  later 
in  Pocomoke  City,  Md.

Hampden-Sydney  Magazine.  He  was  also  on  the  varsitj 
football  team  for  four  years,  two  years  in  the  line  and  two 
years  in  the  backfield,  and  was  named  on  the  All-Eastern 
Virginia  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  team.  He  was 
also  pitcher  for  the  H-S  varsity  baseball  team  for  four  years 
and  was  captain  in  his  senior  year.  He  was  a  charter  member 
of  the  Hampden-Sydney  chapter  of  Theta  Chi  Fraternity,  the 
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first  undergraduate  south  of  the  Mason-Dixon  line  to  be  taken 
into  this  fraternity,  and  an  officer  in  the  chapter. 

After  completing  his  work  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Colonel 
Moore  accepted  appointment  as  teacher  of  English  and  foot- 
ball coach  at  Blackstone  Military  Academy  in  Blackstone. 

He  later  served  as  principal  of  Blackstone  High  School, 
and  for  one  year  was  associated  with  Community  Chatauquas, 
Inc.,  New  Haven,  Conn.  From  this  post  he  returned  to 
Blackstone  Military  Academy  as  dean  of  the  faculty  and 
remained  there  until  the  school  closed  in   1932. 

From  Blackstone  he  went  to  Riverside  Military  Academy 
as  assistant  principal  and  head  of  the  English  Department.

During  four  months  training,  officer  candidates,  all  ofl 
whom  are  college  graduates,  undergo  intensive  training  ii 
the  basis  sea-going  skills:  gunnery,  seamanship,  navigation! 
engineering,  damage  control  and  communication.  They  coverl 
the  same  ground  in  16  weeks  that  NROTC  students  do  ir] 
four  years. 

After  graduation,  OSC  graduates  report  to  sea  duty  follow 
ing  a  brief  leave.  For  the  most  part,  thev  are  assigned  to  duti 
in  the  type  of  ship  which  they  have  requested.  In  the  past 
the  most  popular  choice  of  duty  has  been  destroyers. 

Students  of  the  recent  class,  two-thirds  of  whom  entered 
the  school  directly  from  civilian  life  and  all  of  whom  wer 
required  to  be  between  19  and  26,  came  from  43  differen 
states  and  286  colleges  and  majored  in  everything  from  dram 
and  bacteriology  to  optometry  and  horticulture.

After  leaving  college,  he 
spent  two  years  in  the  Philippine  Islands  as  a  supervisor  of 
elementary  school  work  and  later  taught  at  Washington 
College,  Tenn.

Library,  with  which  he  was  connected  31  years  before  he 
retired  in  1944. 

SWEETS.  Rev.  Henry  Hayes  Sweets,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  died 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  February  25,  1952.  Dr.  Sweets  was 
born  at  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky,  Oct.  6,  1872,  and  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1890  with  the  class  of  1894.  At  the  end 
of  his  first  year  he  transferred  to  Centre  College  at  Danville, 
Kentucky,  from  which  school  he  was  graduated.  After  attend- 
ing the  Louisville  Theological  Seminary,  he  was  ordained 
in  1897  by  the  Louisville  Presbytery,  and  became  pastor  of 
the  Mellwood  Mission  in  Louisville.

In  1904  he  was  called  to  become  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief  of  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church  (now  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief), 
and  he  remained  Executive  Secretary  for  39  years,  retiring 
in  1943.  Since  his  retirement  Dr.  Sweets  had  continued  to 
preach  in  various  churches  as  guest  minister  and  to  hold 
evangelical  services. 

In   1935  Dr.  Sweets  was  honored   in  being  elected   Mod- 
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erator  of  the  General  Assembly.  Dr.  Sweets  was  on  of  the 
leaders  in  establishing  the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund  and  in 
helping  raise  the  $3,000,000  needed  to  begin  the  operation 
of  the  fund. 

In  addition  to  hundreds  of  articles  written  for  Church 
papers,  Dr.  Sweets  was  the  author  of  the  following  books: 
"Planning  the  Good  Life,"  "The  Church  and  Education," 
"Source  Book  on  Christian  Education,"  and  "Source  Book 
on  Spiritual  Life  and  Evangelism." 

Surviving  Dr.  Sweets  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss 
Douschka  Martin;  two  sons.  Dr.  H.  H.  Sweets,  Jr.  and 
Martin  Sweets ;  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Douschka  Askerman ;  and 
three  sisters,  Mrs.  L  R.  Ashlock,  Miss  Nellie  B.  Sweets,  and 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Mobley. 

Funeral  Services  were  held  on  February  28  in  the  Highland 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Louisville. 

MORTON.  Clement  Reid  (Billy)  Morton,  '31,  died 
on  Feb.  28,  1952,  from  a  heart  attack.  He  was  living  in 
Columbus,  Georgia,  and  was  in  the  insurance  and  Real  Estate 
business. 

Born  May  22,  1910,  in  Phenix,  Virginia,  he  was  the  son 
of  Cabell  Morton  and  Annie  Williams  Morton.  He  had 
been  living  in  Columbus  for  the  past  twelve  years,  as  a 
partner  of  an  uncle,  Henry  W.  Morton,  in  the  Morton  Realty 
Company.

Dr.  Massey  was  born  in  Craigsville,  North  Carolina,  01 
May  26,  1879.  He  graduated  from  the  L  niversity  of  Norti 
Carolina  in  1900  with  the  B.A.  degree  and  from  LTnior 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1903  wit! 
the  B.D.  degree.  He  was  Hoge  Fellow  at  the  Seminan 
in  1 903- 1 904.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D 
from  Washington  and  Lee  University  in  1920  and  that  o: 
LL.D.  from  Davidson  College  in  1937.  He  held  pastorates 
in  Richlands  and  Clifton  in  Greenbrier  Presbytery  (1905 
1907),  Mossy  Creek  Church  in  Lexington  Presbytery  (1907 
1916)  and  in  Wilson,  North  Carolina  (1916-1919).  Hi 
was  professor  of  Bible  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  fron 
1919  to  1952  and  professor  of  Philosophy  and  Psychology 
from  1919  to  1923. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Grace  Davies  McLaugh 
lin  Massey  and  five  children:  Mrs.  Joseph  T.  Trotter  o 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  James  Buckner  Massey,  Jr.  of  Nor

Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey 
Truly  an  immortal  legend  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Dr 
Massey  made  a  tremendous  contribution  in  his  thirty-thre\ 
years  of  teaching  first-year  Bible.  His  thorough  knowledge  0 
the  Bible  has  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all  of  hi 
students.  He  taught  the  word  of  God  as  it  is  written  in  thi 
Bible,  and  he  lived  according  to  what  he  taught. 

Dr.  Massey  was  probably  the  most  popular  professo 
among  the  freshmen.  Although  he  was  noted  for  his  stric 
class  discipline,  Dr.  Massey  was  also  well  known  for  hi 
wonderful  sense  of  humor.  His  jokes  were  usually  on  hi 
students,  but  they  served  to  relieve  the  tension  in  class.  Jus 
a  few  weeks  before  exams  Dr.  Massey  called  me  up  in  fron 
of  the  room  for  the  first  time.  I  was  visibly  nervous  and  h 
noticed  this,  so  he  made  me  look  him  in  the  eye  and  say 
"Old  Man,  I'm  not  afraid  of  you."  I  felt  a  little  bit  em 
barrassed,  but  after  the  class  had  laughed  I  felt  relaxed. 

Dr.  Massey  always  opened  his  classes  with  a  prayer.  Thi 
helped  to  create  the  feeling  of  deep  seriousness  which  alway 
prevailed  in  his  classes. 

Hampden-Sydney  lost  a  valuable  man  when  Dr.  Masse 
died  on  January  the  thirty-first.  Although  he  is  gone  he  wil 
never  be  forgotten  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
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The  Tigers  athletic  plant  continues  to  improve  and  wil 
soon  rank  with  the  best  in  this  area.  The  new  football  fiel 
has  been  turtlebacked  and  seeded.  It  might  be  available  fo 
next  year  if  a  summer  drought  doesn't  hit  it.  The  new  cinde 
track  surrounding  the  Death  Valley  field  is  a  welcome  im.
